Bryce remembered

Edna Bryce, the onetime maid ‘who 
rose to a position of prominence as both 
a florist and community activist in Colum- 
bus over five decades, was remembered 
last Tuesday as a woman who put social 
responsibility over business profits. 

Bryce, who died January 4, at her 
eastside home after a two year bout with 
Alzheimer's disease, was praised in 
tender tributes in a morning service at 
Bethany Presbyterian Church on Gar- 
field Avenue. She was 90 years old, _ 

The church lies between Mt. Vernon 
Avenue and Long street, the two streets 
in the city that Edna Bryce helped shape 
and devoted’much of her life to. 

Bryce served on a wide array of civic 
groups across the city, most notably the 
Mt. Vernon Avenue District Improvement 
Associatian beginning in 1951. Over the 
years her community initiatives and as- 
tuteness became so admired that she 
would receive awards from both 
Democratic and Republican administra- 
tions. : 

Edna Bryce never sought power, as 
many who paid tribute to her related, yet 
she was not afraid of its trappings either. 
She was as at home downtown at City 
Hall as she was seated at a table in the 
Novelty Food Bar on Long street, for 
decades a popular eating establishment 
with an earthy flavor. 

“She held me accountable," said 
Richard C. Pfeiffer, Jr., a Franklin County 
Municipal Court judge who credited 
Bryce’s early support with his -political 
success 

Amos H. Lynch, Sr., general manager 
of the Columbus Call and Post and a 
Bryce confidante dating back

The two repor 
tedly told Richards not.to hire any more 
men, people over age 40 or Blacks. It was 
stated that young women work for 
cheaper. 

Richards claims Vlahos and Rich 
mond had been making subtle remarks 
along the same line for some time.

Her influence was appreciated 
enough for Mayor Dana G 
Rinehart to bestow the Christopher 
Columbus Award upon her, the 
highest award the city gives for 
community service. The award 
hardly lullad Bryce into complacen- 


cy. Immediately upon receiving the - 


award she began browbeating the 
mayor about other community in- 
itiatives she wished to come 
downtown and talk about 

Edna Lorena Bryce was born 
January 31, 1904 in Fairhope, 
Alabama, a small town onthe east- 
ern edge of Mobile bay. She was 
one of 10 children, Bryce received 
@ leaching certificate and taught in 
a one-room schoolhouse in 
Alabama. But she did not wish to 
stay in Alabama. 

Like waves- of southern 
migrants, she came North, reach 
ing Columbus in 1926. For a while 
she worked as a maid, scanning 
newspaper advertise ts for 
maid work, then going door todoor 
offering her services, In 1927 she 
fharried Collin Bryce, Her husband 
had a small cleaning business in 
the back of their house, but the 
business was not successful and 
completely floundered during the 
Depression 

Edna Bryce did not wish to sit 
home and only raise kids. She told 
her husband she wanted to con- 
tribute to the family's business. A 
storybook tale about flowers gave 
her the idea to become a florist 

“We don't know, anything about 
flowers,” her husband said 

“We'll learn," she countered. 

Edna Bryce contacted a flower 
wholesaler and invited hint to her 
Mt. Vernon Avenue home. The 
Wholesaler explajned to her how to 
gel started in the business. Before 
long, neighbors recognized Etna 
Bryce behind the-wheel of her 
sever-seat sedan, huge bouquets 
of flowers bouncing in the car 
alongside her, She set uapner in 


spaces in the garage and 18 in the 
east lot. The garage is open 24 
hours and the east lot is oper to 
midnight daily.

In the 1950s Bryce moved her 
shop to 704 E. Long street, where 
it would remain until her retirement 
For years. East Side residents 
would pour into her shop to buy 
their Mother's Day and Easter Sun- 
day flowers. It was quintessentially 
a mom-and-pop operation, and 
Edna Bryce liked it that way. There 
were never more than three fulltime 
employees 

There was never any talk by 
Edna Bryce to expand her florist 
shop, :Her expansion was into the 
East Side community. 

Bryce became a charter mem- 
ber of the integrated Mt, Vernon 
Avenue District Improvement: As- 
sociation. She served various posi- 
tions within the group, including 
president. Members of the group 
must have well wondered if Edna 
Bryce was more interested in the 
residents of the community than 
she was in the businesses them- 
selves. It was her persuasive skills

Voinovich inauguration speech 
sounds like welfare reform

With a resounding .mandate 
from, the voters -- and flanked by a 


*“cantingent of thé state's Tégistative’” 


leaders +- Gov. George Voinovich 
entered his second term with a call 
for dramatic changes in the state's 
education and welfare systems. 
“The governor outlined a theme 
for the second term which focused 
on the state's role as the catalyst 
for promoting voluntary private ac- 
tion by businesses and individuals 
to restructure Ohio's institutions 
The governor received a record 
72.8 percent of the vote in besting 
Democratic state senator Robert 
Burch, while also helping to elect 
elect a Republican-controlled state 
House of Representatives for the 
first time since 1973. Voinovich ex- 
pressed a readiness {o directly 
challenge what he said had been 
prevailing notions of the role -of 
government ;

He credited a shift in the expec- 
tation of voters with his own suc- 
cesses in 1990 and 1994. 

“People were fed up with big 
gevernment -- fed up with.gavern:..

had forgotten its mission and lost 
touch with its customers," 
Voinovich said; 

Voinovich called on Ohio's 
government to "empower people 
and galvanize their energy and 
resources to help solve our 
problems, meet our challenges, 
and seize our opportunities." 

In the area of education, 
Voinovich said, "the new paradigm 
is ‘lifelong learning,” in which the 
educational process is viewed as a 
continuum from early childhood 
education all the way through 
higher education and fetraining 

The governor promoted his 
“Family and Children First" pilot 
programs around the state, an ef- 
fort -- centered on the Head Start 
program -- to improve coordination 
of, social and educational service 
delivery taJow-income,and at-risk 
families. The governor is hoping 
that all 88 countiés will be involved 
in the program : 

Voinovich said he would outline 
specific proposals in his “State of 
the State” address later this month 

However, the governor noted 
that "the welfare system .. needs a 
complete overhaul," and calléd for 
the creation of a partnership of the 
Public and private sectors to "edu- 
cate or train those who need it and 
to generate the private-sector jobs 
that will put them on the path 
toward self reliance." 

The governor's welfare plan is 
expected to include a complete 
repeal of General Assistance, a 
state-funded program which 
provides up to $112 per month for 
able-bodied persons otherwise in- 
eligible*for ADC or unemployment 
compensation 


Other aspects of reform may in- 
clude an elimination of ADC for 
teenaged 

parents who live on thelr own, , 
and tightened workfare provisions 

To that end, the governor 
promoted a call for the’private sec- 
tor --‘ineluding the business com- 
munity -- to become actively 
involved in 


the issues affecting the com- 
munity. 

in the area-of education, the 
governor ‘applauded his "BEST" 
coalition -- “Building Excellent 
Schools for Today and the 2ist 
Century," a coalition of education, 
business, labor and community 
leaders “that will focus on raising 
standards, increasing account- 
ability, (and) broadening com- 
munity support" for schools reform 

The governor also saluted the 
state's "Adopt-a-School" program, 
which has been a major priority of 
his wife, Janet. Although the pro- 
gram has been quite successful, 
the governor called on business ta 
do even more. 

As part of his second term, 


* VYoinovich asked for “an unprece- 


dented effort by every business in 
Ohio, no matter how small or 
large,” to partner with local 
schools 


The ‘governor closed.by noting 
that he has been guided by two 
mottos in his operation of state 
government -- the state’s motto, 
“With God all things are possible," 
and one which was the theme of his 
administration as mayor of 
Cleveland: "Together, we can do it.” 


“rm confident that, with God's 
help and working together, we can 
achieve our goals, become a na- 
tional leades and world-class com- -- 
petitor, and secure Ohio's future for 
our children,” the governor said

and work of Dr Martin Luther King, Jr, whose 

legacy we will celebrate on January 16 
There is carainly (he Jesson that one man’s life can 
Make a difference. From the fateful tyme in Montgomery 
Ala., when a group of ministers and community activists 
asked the urbane pastor of Dexter Ave. Baptist Church to 
be their spokesperson in a beycott of that city’s bus lines, 
{o the time, 13 years later, when he was gunned down on 
the balcony of Memphis Lorraine Motel, King served as a 


lightnifg rod for controversy; as a beacon of hope to many 4 


Blacks and whites, and in a role thal he properly called the 
*drum major for justice.” ‘ 

There.js also the lesson that one man’s life is not alone 
King’s greatness was not in his singular accornplishment 
it was in his ability to articulate the yearnings of an entire 
people, and to mobilize that people to achieve things that 
many never dreamed possible 

King's accomplishments were buill on4he foundation of 


_jhousands of others with whom he shares the day: with 


Charles Houston and Thurgood Marshall, who waged the 
battle against segregation in the courts; with W.E.B. Du 
Bois and William Monroe Trotter and Kelly Miller, who 
wrote eloquently and organized furiously the nascent civil 
fights movement; with Daisy Bates in Little Rock, who 
shepherded the Little Rock Nine to tear down the walls of 
segregalion in that city; or Fannie Lou Hamer in Mississip 
pi, Who helped shape a political revolution through her 
challenge of the white Mississippi delegation at the 1964 
Democrati¢ convention; or-even Rosa Parks, whose tired 
feet and iron resolve helped ignite the boycant the 
febellion! -- which King began to serve 

There is the lesson we learn of the power of words 
Words spoken with dignity, with power, and with courage

Liuzzo's ‘death in the aftefmath of the 
Selma march spurred congressional action on the Voting 
Rights Act. And a shamed nation, in the wake of Dr. King’s 
death, passed the first Fair Housing Act 

‘Freedom, ' we have learned, isnt free, The price is 
often higher than anyone wishes to pay for it. is varie can 
be seen in that steep price 

that men and women like King have patd to redeem it 
-- not for themselves, but for those who would follow after 

It is for that reason that we celebrate Dr. Martin Luther 
King atthis time. We honor his great vision. We remember 
his stirring words -- words that still resonate. passionately 
within our spirits even as the voice has been stilled for 
more than a quaner-century. We marvel that one man 
could so epitomize a movement; and could so focus its 
6nergies that it would change an entire nalion 

And we are humbied by the sacrifice of others, even as 
we gain a deeper and stronger resolve to maintain the fight 
for the glorious equality which King so resolutely sought 


A time of change 


n Washington, D.C. and Columbus, the first days 
of January brought more change than just the 
flipping of a calendar 
In both cities, a long period of Democratic domination 
pf the legislative process was firmly rung oul, and_al least 
two years of Republican control have been aggressively 
brought in 
Newt Gingrich was sworn in as the Speaker of the 


* House in Washington, the first Republican to occupy the 


chair since Rep. Joseph Martin of Pennsylvania more than 
40 years ago. And in Columbus, the first woman speaker 
ever -- Jo Ann Davitison of Reynoldsburg -- will become 
the first Republican speaker since Charles Kurless ruled 
that chamber in the late.1960s and early 1970s 

In Ohio, the change was.even more pronounced: Qhia 
voters swept out almost all vestiges of Democratic power 
Only one Democrat running statewide -- Supreme Court 
Justice Alice Robie Resnick -- was elected. Gov. George 
Voinovich won re-election with a massive 72 pereent of the 
Vote, and he sweptinto power with Secretary of State Bob 
Taft, State Treasurer Ken Blackwell (the first Black elected 
to statewide non-judicial office) and three other new 
Republican officenolders -» Auditor James Petro; Attorney 
General Betty Montgomery, and Supreme Court Justice 
Deborah Cook 

For the most part. these officeholders have come into 
power with whal they perceive as a mandate fromthe 
voters -- a mandate to dramatically restructure the way 
government is run in this state and nation 

Gov, Voinovich has already pledged to privatize the 
state's liquor stores, and major portions of its workers 
compensation progfam. Although all the details are nat 
complete,.the governor is proceeding with.a plan to 
dramatically change the state's welfare system, including 
the elimination of the general assistance program and 
several’changes in the Aid to Dependent Children pro- 
gram, including the elimination of benefits for under aged 
mothers who live independently 


Republicans in Ohio and nationally are also talking 
about an even more dramatic change -- the limitation of 
eligibility for Welfare to two years 

This concept, promoted as a part of the House 
Republicans Contract with America, will unquestionably 
be part of a Republican plan for welfare retorm, al least at 
the national level 

\t is clear that much in the political landscape has 
changed. Atthe same time, we must also agree with the 
old French proverb, "the more things change, the more 
they remain the same 

What hasn't changed is the tremendous need of many 
thousands of Ohioans, Almost 660,000 Ohioans -- almost 
exclusively women and children -- continue depend on 
the resources of the state and federal government to 
maintain their lives 

What hasn't changed is the difficulty of obtaining that 
reasonably-pnced day care.. Some families. have been 
known to spend up to 25 percent of their income on day 
care, according to state officials 

What hasn't changed is our dependence on the public 
schools. The public schools are marked by massive dis- 
parities, such that children born in some communities are 
far more likely to have the resources and opportunity to 
gaina better education than those in others 

We congratulate the newly-elected leaders of our state 
and national governments. We recognize that they have 
a difficult job ahead of them, and we also know that they 
will be tempted to radically change the structure of govern 
ment, especially as it relates to the poor and the under 
educated. However, it is absolutely essential, in the 
afterglow of a new order in state government, that all the 
parties recognize that change for its own’sake is not only 
unwise; it can be dangerous 

In the haste to change, we hope they remember, the 
needs of many of their constituents -- the citizens of Ohio 
and the United States -- rernain the same.

f Despite the hasty retreat from any mention of racial 
Strife within the division of police, Black officers still believe 
that racism is alive and well -- and that there is little interest 


_ ft the top in countering it. They have argued that, contrary 


to thé later assertions by Keller, there have been qualified 
Black candidates who have been screened oul of the 


police division -- 
in. 

And they have complained for years that discipline is 
unequally distributed; that Blacks are more likely to be 
punished for minor infractions than whites; that whites are 
often allowed to escape discipline allogether; and even 
that Black officers are sometimes set up by their white 
counterparts 

They have noted, for example, that. when Sgt. Harvey 
List -- the person whose ouster as head of the background 
unit became the catalyst for much of the controversy -- had 
\been in the detective ynit, they complained that he had a 
néo-Nazi-emblem prominently displayed, But List was 
never disciplined, and he'was pul into a position in which 
te would be responsible for ravenna the candidacy of 
hundreds of Blacks. 

The concerns reflected by the Bleck officers did not 
originate with Leonard Keller, and they will nof go away 
with his departure. Thomas Rice will have to confront 
those concems. And we believe that the success of his 
tenure wilh be based on whether he addresses those 
concerns with sensitivity, courage, and conviction and 
commitment to fairness for all police officers -- not only in 
his personal dealings, bul by systematically changing the 
way the division of police operates

Joan Lawrence. is sitting in a seat 
from which what she admits |¢ "a major 
experiment” will undoubtedly be carned 
out 

Lawrence, a Republican from 
Galena in Delaware County, will Serve 
as the chair of the House Finance and 
Appropriations subcommittee oversee- 
ing the state's welfare programs < 

She will be the first Republican to 
chair that important past in more than 
20 years. Since 1973. that post has 
been hetd by a Democrat. much of the 
lime by a Black Democrat, including the late James 
Rankin of Cincinnati and former state representative Ray 
Miller of Columbus. Those legislators 

would usually argue. -~in’ Rankin’s ease, one time 
dunrig’a House Democratic caucus meeting to the point 
of tears -- that Ohio's welfare benefits were too miserly. 

But now, the political universe -- both in Washington 
and Columbus -- has changed. Measures which, in 1976 
were unthinkable--- such as~enacting-a-timeimH-on 
welfare benefits and potentially eliminating some 
programs, such as general assistance -- are now not only 
thinkable, but doable. And the shape and outline of the 
welfare restructuring will be coming fitst out of Lawrence's 
subcommittee 

Lawrence does not expect a great deal of change in 
the short term 
Congress Lawrence said. But it appears that such 
draconian change is likely to come 

With Newt Gingrich in contro! of the U.S Hous se of 
Representatives, Bob Dole running the Senate-and Presi 
dent Clinton -- running for his own political life - apparently 
willing to approve just about anything the Congress 
promotes, the debate on welfare has shifted so far to the 
right that the alternatives of the Reagan years ~- expand 
ing worklare programs. lightening efigibility requirements 
- are becoming liberal fallback positions 

Now, a part of Gingrich’s "Contract with America’ is the 
enactment of radical weltare reform, which would include 
a stringent two years and out provision for receipt.af Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 

Lawrence agrees with the idea of two years and out. "| 
think we have to change’the altitude about what wellare 
is," Lawrence said, It-should be treated as “temporary, 
short-term assistance,” rather than a long-term program 
for income support 

Lawrence notes that, while many families. stay on wel- 
fare for less than two years, a full 45 percent of the families 
have been on for eight years or more. Her concern, 
Lawrence said. is#or the children involved in welfare 
dependency for that long 

So many of these children, Lawrence asserted, never 
see a parent working: they live ina culture of dependency 
It's obviously not good for them," Lawrence said 

Lawrence also supports thé elimination of the general 
assistance program, a stale-funded welfare program for 
single non-working persons ineligible for other programs 
including AFDC and unemployment compensation. That 
will be pad of the budgeFsubmission made by Gov 
Voinovich later this month, Lawrence said 

She argued that the very paltriness of the GA grant -- 
and, similarly, of the AFDC grant -- makes tt easier forthem 
to be.cut

Sitting at the bar alone while waiting on my hast to 
arrive, my tranquility was shattered when a white club 
member who had been playing billiards in an adjacent 
room made his way over to my location and asked me if! 
could have his bill prepared. 

Knowing that | hadn't heard what | just heard, | asked 
the individual to repeat his request. Like a dummy, the fool 
again asked me to have his lufich bill. prepared becquse 
he had over extended his lunch period and had to get back 
to’his office immediately, 

Explaining in no uncertain terms to Albert Einstein, Jr. 
that 1 Was a guest at the facility waiting for my host, he 
proceeded to lamely inform me that he “just thought” that 
| was a new employee. He further stuck One of his Bos- 
tonian wing tips in his thin-lipped mouth by merely waking 
away, without apology one, and mumbled to nd one in 
particular that he couldn't understand my less than civil 
attitude.

Although she admitted that, "if you dump 200,000 folks 
on the job market, there might be a problem," Lawrence 
still asserted that there would not likely be such an impact 
by, the elimination of welfare benefits afier two years 
Some families. she asserted, might not be entering the 
fulltime job market; they might work part-time, or live with 
other families, “I’m not worried about the employment," 
Lawrence said. “There are jobs out there” for those who 
want to work 

The ADC rolls actually dropped between September. 
1993 and September, 1994, from 707,000 recipiénts-in 
more than 256,000 families to 659,000 recipients in 
244,000 families Pte 

The numbers in GA also dropped slightly -- although 
they experienced a bigger drop when the program was 
first cut from a year-round program*to six months on and 
six months’ off.

The right has might. Or so it 
seems.

Columbus born and bred rapper Tal- 
Pan (aka Victor Harvey) is taking the 
reins. in his career. Not content to be 
just another rapper, Tai-Pan is founder, 
chief executive officer and president of 
his own record label, Educated 
Records, Inc 

Tai-Pan recently relocated Edu- 
cated Records from Miami to his 

‘hometown, Columbus. He moved to 
Miami a few years ago and founded the 
company, releasing his debut single 
“Gaf't Stop It" in 1993. The single be- 
came a national club hit, selling over 
50,000 units. The video, filmed in 
Columbus’ Franklin Park, was featured 
on BET and was one of the most re-

"It's not a matter of where you are 
geographically, it's what you do where 
you're at," says Tai-Pan. The rapper 
also cites the plethora of funk bands 
that came out of Ohio jn the ‘70s. 

Some of the show biz notables Tai- 
Pan ‘has worked with support his 
entrepreneurial effort 

"It is really nice to see a young Black 
brother doing something pasitive, More 
of us need to learn the business side of 
“wa industry, (Tai-Pan) has really gota 
grasp on what's happening," says rap- 
per-turned-actress Queen Latifah, 
who also operates her own label, 
Flavor Unit Records 

"Tai-Pan is not only an outstanding 
talent but an excellent businessman," 
says "Police Academy" star and stand- 
up comedian Michael Winslow, whom 
Tai-Pan has toured with. "Look for his 
label to bé amongst the top inde- 
pendent labels in the near future." 

Adds Vision Records Vice President 
Ron Albert: "When Boss first’came to 
us to institute his label and product we 
knew-he would do well regardless of 
that particular record. He really knows 
his stuff and has an ear for music," 

Tai-Pari is no stranger to. the busi- 
ness field. He earned a business de- 
gree from Bowling Green State 
Universityarnd has years of experience 
as a licensed-insurance agent under 
his belt. He is a member of the Clegg 
Financial Groyp and The National As- 
sociation of Securities Dealers 

"You have to have some knowledge 
of finances in entertainment or you'll go 
broke," the performer explains. 

Tai-Pan’s original stage name was 
M.C. Boss. He changed it because 
there are so many other rap acts using 
variations of the name. “Tai-Pan" is a 
Japanese term that means “supreme 
ruler.” The rapper felt this term was a 
fitting name for himself because he 
believes he is the original "Boss." 

The rapper admits “! don't.try to 
reinvent the wheel," but says whal sets 
him apart from other rappers is: "My 
style of rap is very streetwise but I try 
to turn my (street) experience around 
and make il positive." 

Some critics consider rap a passing 
fancy, just like critics considered rock 
‘nv’ roll.a flash in the pan when it 
emerged in the ‘5Qs, “Rap'll be around 
forever but there's a lot-of people get- 
ting into the business that are holding 
it back,” says Tai-Pan, referring to one- 
hit wonders who can't really rap like 
Vanilla Ice (those aren't his words). 

With acts like Snoop Doggy,Dog 
and Dr, Dre selling millions upon mil- 
lions of albums, "Rap js finally starting 
to get into ihe mainstream and get its 
just rewards," says Tai-Pan

Many Well known Blacks 
benefited front the World War II Gi 
Bill, including Harry Belafonte and 
Edward Brooke, the first Black 
elected senator since Reconstruc-

The dill also helped thousands of 
Black men and women who are not 
as well known. Dovey J. Roundtree 
entered the Women's Auxiliary 
Army Corps in 1942 and was a 
member of the first class of Black 
women admitted to officer can 


* didate school. She was commis- 


sioned a second lieutenant and 
rose to the rank of captain before 
leaving the service. She then went 
to work for A. Philip Randolph, the 
famous Black labor leader, and for 
a year worked on the Council for a 
Fair Employment Practices Act 

Roundtree subsequently was in- 
spired to go to law school by attor- 
ney Pauli Murray, the first Black 
woman ordained as an. Episcopal 
priest. She enrolled at the Howard 
University Law Schoot ia 1946 with 
support from the Gl Bill, and she 
graduated in 1950. Since then, she 
has been praéticing law in 
Washington, DC. She also is an 
ordained minister, having attended 
Howard University’s Divinity 
School 

The Gi Bill also has proved to be 
a shrewd investment for the nation 
During the lifetime of the average 
veteran who attends college on the 
GI Bill, the US Treasury receives 
about two to eight times as much 
income taxes as it paid out in 
benefits 

A Cautious Look Ahead 

Unfortunately, we cannot expect 
the ‘current GI Bill to perform the 
revolution for the present Black 
generation that the first GI Bill did 
for World War Il veterans. "The GI 
Bill's purchasing power has just 
evaporated," complains Phil Bour- 
don, a spokesman for the American 
Legion 

Today's Gis must contribute 
$100 a month for 12 months to take 
advantage of the bill, whereas 
World War II vets contributed: noth- 
ing. The ong bill paid all tuition 
and costs. The current: bill barely 
covers one-half of*college expen- 
ses 

Black Gls are more inclined to 
reenlist than their white counter- 
parts, making them more likely to be 
older and married when they are 
discharged - major disincentives to 
starting college. And with the 
military downsizing, it appears that 
the armed services no longer are a 
vehicle of passage for African 
Americanso move into the middle 
class ;

The emerging strength of the African 
American community is our growing 
economic strength. The facts show. that 
we are successful entrepreneurs; We 
must continue to support our economic 
strength to ensure the improvement of 
the quality of life for the African American 
community. 

One recent example is particularly en- 
coutaging. The NAACP recently won-a 
fight for the Fox Television network to 
invest in the development of African 
American television stations. This is par- 
ticularly important because if African 
Americans own the providers of images, 
then we can create accurate portrayals 
of our community. Far too often, the com- 
plexity of the African American is ignored 
for the simple depiction of African 
Americans as criminals and drug 
abusers. 


The NAACP's fight involved Fox 
Television's purchase of eight television 
stations> lt argued before the Federal 
Communications Commission that since 
Fox Television is controlled by the 
Australian company, News Corp.., it 
should not be permitted to purchase 
these television stations because it 
would limit the number of stations avail- 
able to minority purchasers 

Prior to the FCC's decision, Fox 
Television entered into an agreeme 
whereby Fox Television will iny $20 
million in the creation of a group of 
African American owned stations. This 
new venture, Blackstar Communica 
tions, L.L.C., is owned by Fox Television 
Silver King Communications and Black- 
star Communications Inc. According to 
The Wall Street Journal, John Oxendine 
an African Amencan who is president of 
the venture capital firm of Broadcast 
Capital Inc., will be president of the new

James Anthony Griffin was born” 


June 13, 1934, the fifth of seven 
children born to Thomas Anthony 
Griffin and Margaret Mary 
Hanousek. His father was born in 
Orlando, West Virginia and served 
as a sergeatt in World War |. He 
was a salesman for Root and Mc- 
Bride Company until his retirement, 
He died in 1978. His mother was 
born in Cleveland, Ohio. She 
resided in the family home in Fair- 
view Park, Ohio, for over 60 years 
until she died in 1993 at the age of 
93. 

Bishop Griffin attended. St. An- 
gela Merici Elementary School in 
Fairview and St. Ignatius High 
School in Cleveland. He also at- 
tended St. Charles College in 
Catonsville, Maryland and Bor- 
romeo College in Wickliffe, Ohio, 
where he received his Bachelor of 
Arts in Philosophy.

Though you've heard that 
phrase about knowing your history 
ajillion times, somehow it has more 
credence when the 53-year-old 
Carter says it 

Maybe it's the way he says it 
Even in his everyday speech, 
Carter uses the same vocal inflec- 
tions, facial expressions and 
pauses for emphasis that he uses 
during one of his Sunday sermons 
at the King Chapel 

"| have to do that to make sure 
I'm understood. I've~ been 
misquoted by reporters before, and 
| don't want that to happen-again,’ 
Carter said, slyly. 


But maybe he gives the "know- 
ing-your-history" adage credibility 
because he knows ‘his history. 
Check out these interesting tidbits 
he can rattle off the top of his head 

In his infamous march to the sea 
in 1864, William Tecumseh Sher- 
man was ordered by Ulysses S. 
Grant to burn Atlanta, head east'to 
Augusta and burn it and then head 
south to Savannalt. But for some 
unknown reason, Sherman 
bypassed Augusta -- sparing the 
Springfield Baptist Church, which is 
where Morehouse was founded 
(the school moved to Atlanta in 
1889) three years tater by William 
Jefferson White, Richard Coulter 
and Edmund Turney. 

“No one is sure why [Sherman] 
didn't burn Augusta, but we're glad 
he didn't," said Carter. "That 


decision may have saved the lives - 


of the men who founded 
Morehouse." 

White was a half-white, half-Na- 
tive American minister and cabinet- 
maker who defied the wishes of an 


Augusta slavemaster by marrying 


one of his slaves. White was also 
editor of the Baptist Convention 
Newsletter, and one of his appren- 
‘tices was: John Hope -- who later 
became the first Black president of 
Morehouse in 1906 


And all this from a-man who 
didn't even go to Morehause, 
though he was recruited as a 10th 
grader in the mid-1950s by Martin 
Luther King Jr. -- whom he met after 
King spoke at his church in Colum- 
bus; Ohio . 


Carter instead went to Virginia 
College (now: Virginia College and 
Seminaty) in Lynchburg. During his 
freshman year there, he heard King 
speak again, this time at a local high 
school. Afterward, he wanted to 
transfer to Morehouse immediately. 

When asked why he's a campus 
favorite, Carter said, “I've tried to 
stand for something and I've tried to 
help people, and | think people see 
that,"

I HAVE A DREAM | 


By Rev. Martin Luther King, Jr. 


Aug. 28, 1963 

(The first integrated protest 
march was held in Washington, 
D.C. with an. estimated 200,000 
participating. Dr. King delivered 
his "| Have A Dream" speech 
from the steps of the Lincoln 
Memorial. Afterwards, he met 
President John F. Kennedy at the 
White House:) 

“lam happy to join with you 
today in what will go down in 
history as the greatest 
demonstration for freedom in the 
history of our nation. 

Five score years ago, a great 
American, in whose symbolic 
shadow we stand today, signed 
the Emancipation Proclamation. 
This momentous decree came as 
a great beacon light of hape to 
millions of Negro slaves, who 
had been seared in the flames of 
withering injustice. It came as a 
joyous daybreak to end the long 
night of their captivity. 

But one hundred years later, 
the Negro is still not free. One 
hundred years later, the life of 
the Negro is still sadly crippled 
by the manacies of segregation 
and the chains of discrimination. 
One hundred years late, the 
Negro lives on a lonely island of 
poverty in the midst of a vast 
ocean of material prosperity. 
One hundred years later, the 
Negro is still languished in the 
corners of American society and 
finds himself an exile in his own 
land. So we have come here 
today to dramatize a shameful 
condition. 

In a sense, we've come to our 
nation’s Capitol to cash a check. 
When the architects of our 
republic wrote the magnificent 
words of the Constitution and 
the Declaration of Independence, 
they were signing a promissory 
note to which every American 
was to fall heir. This*note was a 
promise thatall men -- yes, Black 
men as well as White men -- 
would be guaranteed the un- 
alienable rights of life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

It is obvious toclay that 
America has defaulted on this 
promissory note, insofar as her 
citizens of color are concerned. 
instead of honoring this sacred 
obligation, America has given 
the Negro people a bad check; a 
check which has come back 


marked “insufficient funds." But, 


we refuse to believe that the 


bank of justice is bankrupt. We ~ 


refuse to believe that there are 
insufficient funds in the great 
vaults of opportunity of this na- 
‘tion. So we've come to cash this 
check -- a check that will give us 
upon demand the riches of 
freedom and the security of jus- 
tice. We have also come to this 
hallowed spot to remind America 
af the fierce urgency of now. This 
is not the time to engage in the 
luxury of cooling off or to take the 
tranquilizing drug of gradualism. 
Now is the time to make real the 
promises of Democracy. Now is 
the time to rise from the dark and 
desolate valley of segregation to 
the sunlit path of racial justice. 
Now is the time to lift our nation 
from the quicksands of racial in- 
justice to the solid rock of 
brotherhood. Now is the time to 
make justice reality for all of 
God's children. 

It would be fatal for the nation 
to overlook the urgency of the 
moment. This sweltering sum- 
mer of the Negro's legitimate dis- 
content will not pass until there 
is an invigorating autumn of 
freedom and equality. Nineteen 
sixty-three is not an-end, but a 
beginning. Those who hope that 
the Negro needed to blow off 
steam and will now be content 
will have a rude awakening if the 
nation returns to business as 
usual. There will be neither rest 
nor tranquility in America until 
the Negro is granted his citizen- 
ship rights. The whirlwinds of 
revolt will continue to shake the 
foundations of our nation until 
the bright day of justice emerges. 

But there is something that | 
must say to my people who stand 
on the warm = threshold which 
leads to the palace of justice. In 


-the process of gaining our right- 


ful place we must not be gullty of 
wrongful deeds. Let us not seek 
to satisfy our thirst for freedom 
by drinking from the cup of bit- 
terness and hatred. 

We must forever conduct our 
struggle on the high plane of dig- 
nity and discipline. We must not 
allow our creative protest to 
degenerate into physical 
violence. Again and again we 
must rise to the majestic heights 
of meeting physical force with 
soul force. The marvelous new 
militancy which has engulfed 
the Negro community must not 
lead us to a distrust of all White 


‘people. For many of our White 
brothers, as evidenced by their 
presence here today, have come 
to realize that their destiny is tied 
up ‘with our destiny. And they 
have come to realize that their 
freedom is inextricably bound to 
our freedom. We cannot walk 
alone. 

And as we walk, we must make 
the pledge that we shall always 
march ahead. We cannot turn 
back. There are those who ask 
the devotees of civil rights, 
“When will you be satisfied?" We 
can never be satisfied as long as 
the Negro is the victim of the 
unspeakable horrors of police 
brutality. We can never be satis- 
fied as long as our bodies, heavy 
with the fatigue of travel, cannot 
gain lodging in themotels of the 
highways and the hotels of the 
cities. We cannot be satisfied as 
long as the Negro's basic 
mobility is from a smaller ghetto 
to a larger one, We can never be 
satisfied as long as our children 
are stripped of their selfhood and 
robbed of their dignity by signs 
stating "For Whites Only.” We 
cannot be satisfied as long as 
the Negro in Mississippi cannot 
vote and a Negro in New York 
believes he has nothing for 
which to vote. No, no, we are not 
satisfied, and we will not be satis- 
fied until justice rolls down like 
waters and righteousness like 4 
might steam. 

tam not unmindful that some 
of you have come here out of 
great trials and tribulations. 
Some of you have come fresh 
from narrow jail cells, Some of 
you have come from areas where 
your quest for freedom left you 
battered by the storms of per- 
secution and staggered by the 

/winds of police brutality. You 
have been the veterans of crea- 
tive suffering. Continue. to work 
with the faith that unearned suf- 
fering is redemptive. 

Go back to Mississippi, go 
back to Alabama, go back to 
South Carolina, go back to Geor- 
gia, go back to Louisiana, go 
back to the slums and ghettos of 
our northern cities, knowing that 
somehow this situation can and 
will be changed. Let us not wal- 
low in the valley of despair. 

| say to you today, my friends, 
80 even though we face the dif- 
ficulties of today and tomorrow, 
| still have a dream, it is a dream 


deeply rooted in the 
American Dream. 

“| have a dream that 
one day this nation will 
rise up and live out the 
true meaning of its creed: 
“We. hold these truths to 
be self-evident; that all 
men are created equal 

| have a dream that one 
day on the red ‘hills of 
George the sons of 
former slaves and the 
sons of former 
slaveowners will be able 
to sit down together at the

the civil rights movement. Ten 
thousand people attended the 
dedication of the Memorial in 
Montgomery in 1989. 


Dees has received several 
awards in conjunction with his work 


at the center. Trial Lawyers for ‘ 


Public Justice named him Trial 
Lawyer of the in +987; and he 
received the Martin Luther King Jr. 
Memorial Award from the National 


Education Association in 1990. 


In May 1991, Dees received a 
special Humanitarian Award from 
Direct Marketing Day in New York 
in recognition of the skillful applica- 
tion of his direct marketing talents 
for "the principles of justice and fair 
play" through his work at ‘the 
Southern Poverty Law Center. 

In addition to applying his direct 
mail marketing skills to raising 
money for civil rights activities, 
Dees revolutionized political fund- 
raising. In 1972, he was George 
McGovern’'s finance director, rais- 
ing over $24 million from 600,000 
small donors. This was the first time 
a presidential campaign had been 
financed with smail gifts by mail.

Dees served as former Presi- 
dent Carter's national finance direc- 
tor in 1976 and as national finance 
chairman for Senator Kennedy's 
1980 presidential campaign. 


Presently, Dees is chief trial 
counsel and chair of the Executive. 
Committee for the Southern Pover- 
ty Law Center. He is devoting his 
time to suing, violent white 
supremacist groups and develop- 


ing ideas for Teaching ‘Tolerance, 
the center's new education project. 
The project has distributed free to 
schools over half a million Teaching 
Tolerances. magazines and more 
than 40,000 “America’s Civil Rights 
Movement" teaching kits. “Tools Fir 
Change," aseries of five new video- 
and-text teaching. kits will be 
produced over the next five years.
